was the second neutral vessel sunk by 
a raider. The Norwegian.steamer Eibs- 
vold was.sunk on June.4. s 

The’ Vinland was bombed and sunk by 
a submarine -operating ‘sixty-five miles 
off ‘the coast at 6 o'clock on the after- 
noon of Wednesday, June 5.- On the 
same day, as previously made known, 
the British steamship-eiarpathian had 
been. sunk. The Harpathian was sunk 
Fat 8 o’clock in the morning, and the dif- 
ference in time between the two sinkings 
was nine hours. The difference in

ings measured thirty-five miles. The 
Harpathian was 100 miles off the Vir- 
ginia Capes when sunk.

WITH THE AMERICAN. ARMY 
IN PICARDY, June 7, (Associated 
Press.)—-As the result of the two at- 
tacks. by. the Americans upon ‘the 
enemy in the second battle northwest 
of Ch&teau-Thierry yesterday’ and 
today, 300 prisoners have been capt- 
uted and the Americans have extend- 
ed their_line over-a front of about 
six- miles ta a depth of nearly two 
and one-half miles.

LONDON,. June 4.—The declaration 
of the. Supreme War Council,- issued 
through the press bureau, and its com- 
plement, M.-" Clemenceau's. speech. on 
the “military situation, delivered {n the 
French Chamber of..Deputies, deserves 
most. careful: consideration. 

Neither attempts to conceal the gray- 
ity of the epresent situation, (though 
the. farmer deals with a very light hand 
with the enemy’s achievements since 
‘Match 21, which are described as seme 
initial successes,) and both e habise 
the solid' reasons we have, for; hoping 
for better times to: come.; 

‘The Supreme War Council points out 
that? before the tide turns: we must be 
prepared to face other orises, but that 
¥f we Allies do our duty, we shall. pull 
through them, and; having’ as a whole, 
greater “resources than the enemy, can 
in that event@ look confidently to the 
final ‘result: 

To put the case bluntly; we find our- 
selves, broadly -speaking, in @ ‘situa- 
‘tien’in ‘which we were in 1914.. ‘Then 
‘we-had not made adequate preparations 
for the struggle for national éxistence. 
‘The thdeveloped asset of the Entente 
‘was the niilitary power of the British 
Empire, and: it was a question -of hold- 
‘ing.-on- until our new armies could be 
equipped, trained,- and placed in the 
‘field. 

“In 1918, having again failed to make 
adeqvate preparation to meet. the sit- 
uation caused by the collapse.of Rus- 
sia 
-in the weat, 
On; but “Once “more with an asset to 
develop the. military power. of _ the 
United States. 

As to the immediate sityatiorr, I ‘have, 
I hope, made it clear’ that the. enemy 
bas in getting to the Marne employeg 
much less force than he did in the 
battles of the end of March and of the 
beginning. of April last, and it will be’ 
quite contrary.to all our experience of 
his methods if he stays his hand before 
he has thrown “in every man he can 
make available, while, further, Austria 
has up to the present takén no hand.in 
the campaign of 1918. Therefore there 
will be anxious days before the Allies 
are gradually reli by the steady in- 
crease of American ces in the field. 


Americans Fast Coming Along. 


We know from our own experience the 
time it takes to fit newly raised armies 
to take their part in the maelstrom of 
modern battle. America is 3,000 miles 
from the western front, and the ship- 
ping situation is no longer as it was 
when .we began to send our. new levies 
to France. Therefore we must have pa- 
tience. But there are increasing signs 
that our patience will be rewarded. We 
have just heard of the distinguished part 
played: by American troops on the new 
battlefront between the 
Marne; and as it is unlikely that those 
who have recently. been fighting success- 
fully near Montdidier have been moved, 
this probably means a defffite rein- 
forcement by American soldiers whose 
training for battle has beén completed. 

We hear from time to time figures of 
the total number of American troops in 
France, but it would be an illusion to 
suppose that those figures represent an 
immediate corresponding increase in the 
allied fighting strength. We . know, 
however, that the training of American 
troops is proceeding apace and on scien- 
tific lines, and. we. may expect. from 
henceforth to learn from: the communi- 
qués that the American share in the bat- 
tles of :the-future is. becoming. increas- 
ingly important. 

The Supreme Wear Council and Cle- 
menceau, with all the facts before themg 
expect. this. growth of American aid to 
give us, the support required to enable 
us first to defeat the enemy’s’ offensive, 
and then to attack successfully in our 
turn.. But it {s Clear that it is our 
plain duty to make every possible effort 
both “to tide over the interval until 
America can take a greater share and to 
shorten the war by gaining the neces- 
sary superiority of force on the western 
front at the earliest eo moment. 


Thinks leclana Should‘ Do Mere. 

It:is, therefore, disappointing to learn 
that the voluntary contribution -which 
Ireland is asked to make is to be lim- 
ited to 50,000 ‘men by next October. 
Clemenceau tells us that the French 
and British effectives are becoming  ex- 
hausted ike those of the Germans. The 
vital question is: Whose .effectives are 
declining most quickly?’ We know that 
the German 1919 class of boys under 20 
is in the ‘ranks, and that the French 
have ‘not yet put in their corresponding | 
class.

THINKS PARIS IS SAFE 
FROM ENEMY THRUSTS 


French Deputy Reassures Rela- 
tives of American Women 
- Working in France. 


PARIS; June 7.—The relatives of the 

many American women working in 
Paris and. the surrounding region need 
not be alarmed with regard to their 
safety, in.the opinion of Deputy Paul 
Benazet, Chairman of the War. and 
Armament Budget Committee. As he 
presides regularly at the joint meetings 
ef Senators and Deputies who are spe- 
cialists on military questions, he is 
qualified to discuss the situation-creat- 
ed by the German. advance: “ 
- Deputy -Benazet -was asked. by The 
Associated Press if he ‘was uneasy ‘over 
the possibility of a new German thrust 
toward Paris.

Eleven Lives Lost in the Torpedo: 
ing of the Innistallen in 
British Waters.

A BRITISH PORT, June 7:—The City 
of Cofk Steam Packet Company’s steam- 
ship Innisfallen has been sunk by a 
German subniarine, with the loss of 
éleven of thirty-five men on board, in- 
eluding one passenger. No warning 
whatever was given, and the ship sank 
in less than five minutes after being hit, 

I got a graphfe story of the tragedy 
from John Twomey,. one of the sur-

McADOO FOR CO-OPERATION. 


Takes Up Appeal of State Rallroad 
Commissioners for Rate 
Readjustment. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, June 7. —.The State 
Railroad Commissioners, who are seek- 
ing a readjustment of the 25 per cent. 
rate increase as it affects intrastate 
rates, and are anxious to obtain recog- 
nition, met here today with Charles A.

In a debate in the Reichstag, Mr. 
BavEg, a Socialist Deputy, complained, 
vainly of course, of the censorship, 
which, he said, was: “ becoming. more 
“and more the instrument of the an- 


What did he expect? What should 
the censorship of an annexationist 
Government do but favor annexa- 
tion? The Pan. Germans rule the 
roast. The Government encourages 
Pan German meetings, suppresses 
Socialist meetings. Mr. Bavuzr must 
mean Independent Socialist meet- 
ings, for the attitude of the Socialist 
Party seems to be expressed by the 
Socialist organ, Vorwirts, which pre- 
tends to condemn the military party, 
but admits that “ the civil power can 
“do nothing .but place. obstacles in 
“the path” of that party. “ The lat- 
“ter simply, moves them out of the 
“ way.” So it. “ts a waste of 
strength ” to oppose the militarists. 
While Vorwirts doesn’t share the 
rosy hopes of those who “ prophesy an 
“early end of the war, with territorial 
“ additions and war indemnities,” see 
how it yields to them: 

Social democracy has been untiring 
in its efforts to strengthen the back- 
bone of a clear-sighted Imperial policy. 

Ostensibly, it loathes the annexation- 
ists and “pure. force” advocates. 
Actually, “ the Socialists will continue 
“ to stand on the side of their own na- 
“tion in the attempt to save it from 
“ the consequences of a bad policy.” 
When the chief spokesman of the 
Majority Social Democratic Party 
pleads pitifully that “ as a minority it 
cannot govern the Empire,” calmly 
evades responsibility, and submits to 
what it dislikes or says it dislikes, does 
it have in mind the 204 cases of sup- 
pression of Socialist newspapers in 
1917, admitted by the Imperial Minis- 
ter of Interior? In the last six months 
only seventy-three have been sup- 
pressed. Why didn’t Mr. BavEr notice 
the improvement gratefully? Be Vor- 
wiirts sincere, insincere, or. merely 
prudent, German Socialist journals 
still capable of insubordination must 
be getting mighty rare.

NEXT YEAR'S TAXES. 

. Secretary McApoo gives Chairman 
Krtcnin such a strong lead in the 
matter of revising the present tax 
laws that it is difficult to expect 
wide departure from ‘the proposals. 
The prestige of the Treasury is great- 
er than that of the Ways and Means 
Committee, and the Secretary's pro- 
posals touch the ,weak points of 
Chairman Kitcnin’s tax levy ina 
manner which will array public. opin- 
ion behind the Treasury rather. than 
behind the committee. _ 

The Secretary's proposal of a budget 
Of $24,000,000,000 would be thought 
impossible either to raise or to spend 
in any other year than this. But two 
things are to be remembered. We 
were able to spend only some $12,- 
000,000,000 for the preceding tax year 
because the money went mostly for 
factory products, and the work was 
mostly of preparation for next year’s 
quantity production. Next year’s 
expenses will go to items mostly in- 
dependent of factory limits of produc- 
tion, such as the support of an army 
without limit, of perhaps two mill- 
fons, 3,000 miles from home, and for 
the payment for the quantity produc- 
tion which was not to be had last 
year. Moreover, $24,000,000,000 seems 
a more credible sum if it is thought 
of as the effort of 100,000,000 popula- 
tion, and compared with the aggre- 
gate expenses of the several allies 
whose populations together. equal 
ours. Billions have not staggered our 
allies, who have fought long years in 
our cause while we were enriching 
ourselves, and billions will not stag- 
ger us, so long as the burden is fair- 
ly laid and money’s worth is got for 
money spent. 

On the head of removing what the 
Secretary calls thé “inequalities” of 
the present law, and what the Pres- 
ident tglls the’ inequities,” the Sec- 
retary makes undeniable proposals. 
He recommends that “a real war 
“ profit. tax be levied at a⸗ high rate 
“upon all war profits.” That is the 
same thing as to say that the “ex- 
cess profits.” tax is not a war profit 
tax, which nobody can’ deny. The 
present tax is a tax on profits in 
excess of a stipulated per cent. on 
capital, and it is designed for punish- 
ment of profits of all sorts rather 
than for raising revenue primarily. 
Worse yet, i is laid discriminatingly 
between sections of the country, and 
with tHat intention. 

It is difficult to believe that a tax 
with such basic falilts can be allowed 
to survive the Secretary’s explicit 
and implicit criticism, and, therefore; 
it is difficult to see how his war profit 
tax can be “ superimposed ” upon the 
existing tax. Already there are two 
normal taxes and two sets of sur- 
taxes, with complexity of calculations 
undesirable from any point of view, 
except that of those experts whose 
costly services are necessary to ad- 
just differences between the Treasury 
and the taxpayers. On this head 
there should be a new departure, and 
not the superimposition of a third 
tax. It is not a question of reducing 
amount of tax, but of simplifying 
methods. 

The Secretary firther suggests an 
increase of the normal income tax in 
such a. manner that earned incomes 
shall not pay 12 per cent. and un- 
earned incomes 4 per cent. That is 
a method of taxation which is inde- 
fensible. It penalizes the worker and 
benefits the rich. That result can- 
not be intentional on the: part of the 
haters of wealth and friends of the 
poor. The Secretary proposes to re- 
verse the discrimination and make 
earned incomes pay the .present:ag- 
gregated 12 per cent. tax and un- 
earned incomes pay more. No one 
with ah income of less than. $7,500 
pays 12 .per cent. now, and the ques- 
tion of. where the surtaxes would 
begin must be considered in suspense 
until it is decided whether the third 
tax is to be “superimposed”’’ on the 
present scale, or whether there is to 
be an entirely new scale. In‘the latter 
case it would seem that the allow- 
ance of 8 per cent. before the surtax 
should apply is small. The present 
law recognizes 9 per cent. as a fair 
rate to be deducted from the corpora- 
tion excess tax, and even that is too 
moderate, considering the commit- 
ments. to which corporations are 
bound for the soundness of their 
business. 

This point of deduction may well 
be considered in connection with the 
rewritirfg of the clause laying the tax 
on “capital” instead of “ profits.” 
Profits may well be taxed higher tien 
earnings, for the reason that earn 
ings are not. competitive with Lib- 
erty bonds in the money market,

MR. LODGE’S TRIBUTE TO THE 
NAVY DEPARTMENT. 

Senator JAmeEs HAMILTON LEwis of 
Illinois has performed a public service, 
in provoking Senator HENRY CaBOoT 
Loper of Massachusetts to defend the 
Navy Department and tiptoe on the 
brink of telling the Senate and the 
country just what preparations have 
been made to deal with the submarine 
menace along the Atlantic Coast. Both 
Senators are members of.the Naval 
Affairs Committee, but Mr. LopeE, by 
virtue of many years of "service and 
profounder study: of sea power, is bet- 
ter informed about naval matters than 
Mr. Lewis, whose versatility every- 
body, however, freely acknowledges. 

It. was Senator LEwis’s speculation 
that enemy submarines have appeared 
off our coast because: destructive criti- 
cism had “ induced Germany to con- 
“elude * * * that we had neither 
“ aircraft above, ships below, nor army 
“ around ”; but Senator LopeE dissent- 
ed, maintaining that “loose boasts 
“about the number of troops we are

was not on the right scent, because 
the Imperial Government is well in- 
formed about the strength - and: re- 
sources of the American Navy, and 
because it is the “ ships below ” that 
submarine raiders “have “to ‘contend 
with.
